Edmonton Polite are winning city residents 
to only use charities to donate money for Fort 
McMurray evacuees utter receiving several re¬ 
ports of questionable activity related to cash 
collection. 

Metro has encountered reports of people 
knocking on doors in Jasper Place and asking 
for cash donations, and on Tuesday Edmonton 
Police spokesperson Anna Batchelor said other 
concerns have been brought to the attention 
of police. 

“I'm able to confirm EPS has received reports 
of suspicious activity regarding requests for Port 
McMurray donations — this includes the door 
knockers in jasper Place and throughout the 
city, and people asking for donations in gro¬ 
cery' store parking lots,” she said, in an email. 

Batchelor said so far police have only had 
reports that seem suspicious, but have not 
confirmed that the donations were criminal 
or laid any charges. 

She said Edmonton Police are encouraging 
concerned citizens to donate money only 
through registered charities.

‘Winning’ the graffiti fight 


murder 

Polite have 1 aid Firs E-degree 
murder charges against an Ed¬ 
monton man already in their 
custody in connection with 
the murder of a man found in 
a Richmond, B.C. schoolyard 
nearly two years ago. 

On Oct. 2, 2014. Theoren 
Poitras was found in a pool of 
blood in a yard outside an ele¬ 
mentary school, after witnesses 
heard gunshots. 

The investigation that fol¬ 
lowed involved several police 
units from B.C. and the iidmon- 
ton Police Service. 

David Nguyen, 25, is now 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the case. 

Nguyen was one of several 
“violent and dangerous prolific 
offenders" from Edmonton first 
arrested in March 2015. and was 
being held on 20 other charges 
for alleged crimes in the city, 
including break and enter, rob- 
bery with a firearm, unlawful 
confinement, aggravated assault 
and various firearm charges. 

Sean Jacob Lee Jennings, 2S, 
is also in police custody in Hd- 
monton and police said in a 
release they believe he was the 
shooter in Poitras’ murder. 

“Thus far the outcome of 
these investigations has had an 
immediate impact on a number 
of communities," Jnsp. Peter 
Bruni-lfossio, of the Edmonton 
Police Sendee Major Crimes 
branch said in a release. 

" These often require a great 
deal of cross-jurisdictional 
cooperation in an effort to 
prevent further violence, and 
hold individuals accountable 
for their behaviour."

City officials say the amount 
of graffiti is down in Edmon¬ 
ton. but one former street 
artist says efforts to wipe it 


out are futile. 

“"The war on graffiti will 
never be won," said Jamie Law, 
who's now a tattoo artist, “vis 
long as human beings have 
been able to mark the walls 
that surround them or their 
bodies, they have, since the 
beginning of time and it will 
never end." 

The city's Capital City Clean 
Up group's 2015 audit record¬ 
ed 977 “incidents" of graffiti, 
down from 1.071 in 2014 and 
down 50 percent since 2010. 

But Law said he expects 
those numbers lo go up next 
year due to the discontinua¬ 


tion of two free graffiti walls. 

T he city installed the walls 
in 2014 as part of the Open 
Source Street Art Pilot Project, 
but officials argued they were 
expensive to maintain and 
took them down at the end 
of March, saying they did not 
decrease graffiti in the sur¬ 
rounding areas as intended. 

“it’s a place for people 
to do it and a place for the 
youth to learn in a safe en¬ 
vironment under mentorship 
programs. I don't know why a 
city wouldn't embrace that,” 
Law said. 

“Especially a city like Ed-

nionton that can get down in 
the dumps about being pretty 
square and beige and dirty half 
the year, and frozen half the 
year. Come on man, let us be

More than half the city's 


graffiti was found in the neigh¬ 
bourhoods of Strathcona, 
downtown and McCauley — 
the latter of which actually 
saw a 159 per cent increase. 

The audit blames 10 graffiti 
artists, known only by their 
aliases, for 20 per cent of all 
graffiti. 

Capital City Clean Up man¬ 
ager JJon Belanger said num¬ 
bers are down thanks in part 
to better reporting by property 
owners and citizens, as well as 
city programs reaching out to 
young people in schools and 
community groups with anti- 
graffiti messaging.

Mayer Don Ives cm said Tuesday 
charging tine fare for any ride on 
transit may have to change as the 
dty consider to-called “smarter 
fare" technology. 

Cotmdllors asked aly admin¬ 
istration questions Ttiesday about 
a study city bureaucrats created! 
examining user fees that fcdmon- 
ton charges, including transit 
fares. The report suggests study¬ 
ing a transit fare system that 
would charge people different 
rates, based on the time of day 
or the distance they travel. 

Iveson said transit needs to 
collect fees, but the cash fare or 
monthly pass options it has now 
are "pretty clunky." 

The city's proposed Smart bine 
system, which is in development, 
could give Edmonton the option

Iveson said he believes it 
makes sense.

Iveson added the system could 
even encourage riders to use the 


sendee at off-peak times. 

Resident Troy Pavlek told coun¬ 
cillors busy routes are currently 
subsidizing lower volume ones. 

“The big problem is that we 
have high density routes and in 
a one size fits all system, they are 
naturally subsidizing low density 
routes." he said. 


But Pavlek agrees the Smart 
Fare system is key to fixing the 
problem, because it will give the 
city the data it needs to under¬ 
stand how transit is used. 

“It's about determining what 
our core routes are and encour¬ 
aging ridership to those core 
routes"

RCMP saved pig’s

Move over Babe — it's Mar¬ 
shall's time to tell his tale. 

On Monday, Alberta RCMP 
posted a photo of some rescued 
pets, and one looked familiar 
to Michelle Coulu. 

She fled Fort McMarray's 
Waterways neighbourhood 
at the last minute and didn't 
have time to load Marshall, her 
Julianna pig. 

,L Fte missed the boat this 
time," Coutu said. “We had no 
notice that the fire was hit¬ 
ting Waterways, and I was only 
able to let him out.... We had 
to basically make a run for it. 
It broke my heart; 1 just had to 
open his pen and let him out." 

It's Marshall’s second evacua¬ 
tion: The last was three years 
ago in the Waterways flood. 

"Inst time ... RCMP had to 
help load him into the back 
of the truck so he could be 
evacuated," Coutu said. “He’s 


not exactly very co-operative 
to load up into the truck. The 
last time it took us three RCMP 
officers, myself, and he's over 
100 pounds — not much for 
car tides." 

This time, Marshall proved 
to be very resourceful. Coutu's 
pretty sure he had his fair share 
of beer empties, 

"1 can just imagine what he 
was doing to the neighbours' 
yard and garden, helping him¬ 
self to any empties of beer 
cans," Coutu said.

Oil production to 
rebound quickly 


Premier Rachel Motley stood with 
oitsands executives Tuesday to 
say the province's mainstay in¬ 
dustry would be back up on its 
feet after the Fort McMunay wild¬ 
fire within weeks. 

“We expect ultimately that 
many companies will begin to 
resume their production in the 
coming days and short weeks 
ahead," she said after a meeting 
with leaders from the oilsands. 
pipeline and power industries. 

Suncor Energy CEO Steve Wil¬ 
liams was optimistic that produc¬ 


tion front the oilsands — down 
by more than one million barrels 
a day—would ramp up quickly. 

*"Ib the north ,.. there was no 
damage to the actual facilities. 
... We wi 11 be able to resume our 
operations in a quicker way." 

Williams said no plants would 
fire up unless it was safe to do 
so. Environmental considerations 
would take precedence over a 
quick restart. 

No layoffs of oilsands work¬ 
ers are planned, said Williams.

After fleeing the 
flames, couple 
takes account of 
everything lost 


Shaouki Bazzi fled Fort Mc- 
Murray driving his taxi, his 
wife Izdihar Salloum beside 
him still wearing her Walmart 
uniform. 

The flames were advancing 
so quickly there wasn't time to 


go to their Abasand home first. 

They’d gone to work Tues¬ 
day morning, w’hen reports 
suggested the fire was mov¬ 
ing away from the city. But in 
a story now familiar, things 
changed — quickly. 

Today, on top of losing their 
home to the fire, as so many 
have, the family have also lost 
their citizenship papers, posses¬ 
sions and thousands in cash. 
Worse yet, they're not insured. 

“Flo job, no money, no house, 
we have nothing for tomor- 
row* Bazzi said in Edmonton 
Tuesday, "When I think about 
it. I'm frozen." 

With flames bearing down, 
their son raced home to grab 


their important papers, but the 
road was already closed. 

lhe family had moved into 
their rented town house six 
months previous, and hadn't 
yet bought tenant insurance. 

Balloum planned to travel to 
see her sick mother in Lebanon 
and had withdrawn thousands 
in cash that also burned. 

Their kids were also affected. 
Their oldest son, an engineer¬ 
ing student at the University 
of Alberta, lost his computer 
and textbooks. 

After moving to Fort Mc- 
Murray in 2009, the family had 
worked hard to build a life in 
the community they'd grown to 
love. But when police escorted 


their son to the remains of their 
house Tuesday, all he was able 
to recognize was the scorched 
furniture in the backyard. 

Salloum said they're “like 
newborns" and will have to 
start over, 

Their landlord. Rebekah 
Benoit, has started a Gofund- 
me campaign to help her ten¬ 
ants. who she said need the 
help "desperately." 

While she's never met them 
face-to-fece, she said she knows 
them to be a great family. 

“Gosh 1 fee! for them, 1 really 
do want to help them. '' she said. 
“We weren't in the position to 
help them in the first place, 
and now we 're even worse off.“

Boy genius makes 
a stellar discovery 


ARCHEOLOGY 

Quebec teen 
uses the stars 
to track down 
ancient ruins 

At the age of 13, William Gadoury 
discovered a correlation between 
22 constellations and 117 ancient 
Mayan cities — a finding good 
enough tn win him first prize at 
a science fair. 

For a spectacular encore, 
he discovered a duster of un¬ 
explained geometric forms hid¬ 
den beneath the dense jungle 
growth in the Yucatan Penin¬ 
sula that he suspects could be 
a lost and long-forgotten UStb 
Mayan min. 

For this, the 15-year-old high- 
school student from St-Jean-de- 
Matha, Que., has landed himself 
on the world map. 

Even before he takes his pro¬ 


ject. “Discovered from Space." 
"to the Canada-wide science fair 
finals next week in Montreal, 
his work is travelling the world 
based on the sheer improbabil¬ 
ity that a boy with a theory may 
have filled in a gap that legions 
of archeologists and experts in 
ancient Mayan civilization didn't 
even know existed. 


Gadourv's fascination with 
the Mayan civilization began in 
2012, the year that Mayans had 
predicted the end of the world. 

Knt his quest that led to a 20 H 
science-fair project stalled with 
a question: Gadouiy wanted to 
figure out why the Mayans built 
their cities inland when it would 
have made much more sense to 
settle next to rivers and along 


the seashores. 

that kicked off his first discov¬ 
ery, which was that there was a 
correlation between 117 known 
Mayan cities and 22 constella¬ 
tions. But where was the city 
that corresponded to the 23rd/ 

The Canadian Space Agency 
was able to help by accessing 
satellite images. 


“We could actually see struc¬ 
tures ... and we calculated the 
size of this by counting the num¬ 
ber of pixels on the imagery'," said 
Daniel De Lisle, who worked with 
the satellite imagery. “We could 
see that it fit the dimensions of a 
potential pyramid. So we could 
not see the pyramid per se, but 
the foundation is about the same 
size."

GOP bigwigs 
start to line up 
behind brash 
billionaire 

Key Semite Republicans, voiced 
optimism Tuesday about Lton- 
ald Trump’s presidential pros¬ 
pects in November* the clear¬ 
est signal yet to the GOP rank 
and file to unite behind the 
bombastic billionaire and turn 
their energy against Democrat 
Hillary Clinton. But it was un¬ 
certain whether the doubters 


could be quieted. 

Trump added two more pri¬ 
maries to his column, taking 
West Virginia and Nebraska. 

“We have a nominee, it looks 
like he may well be very com¬ 
petitive, and we want to win the 
White House,“ Senate Majority 
leader Mitch McConnell told re¬ 
porters. He also said, “We know 
that Hillary Clinton will be four 
more years of Barack Obama. I 
think that's going to in the end 
be enough to unify 1 Republicans 
across the country. 1 * 

Still, doubt and angst over 
Trump remained palpable as 
GOT lawmakers returned from 
a weeklong recess that saw him 


effectively clinch the presiden¬ 
tial nomination. Tor some, the 
question of whether they were 
backing their party’s standard- 
bearer — a no-brainer in a nor¬ 
mal election year — proved too 
much to answer 

Another Republican who's 
up for re-election, Tim Scott of 
South Carolina, offered his sup¬ 
port, but like others managed to 
sound grudging in the process. 
“I'm supporting the Republican 
candidate, and it happens to be 
Donald Trump,* 1 he said. 

A third, Sen. johnny lsakson 
of Geoigia, deflected questions 
about whether he would back 
'Trump, saying he's focused only 


on securing another six-year 
Senate term. 

“the only thing I can do is get 
re-elected so we have a Repub¬ 
lican majority in the Senate,” 
lsakson stud. “1 will support the 
Republican ticket and I'm en¬ 
dorsing me for my Senate seat." 

The comments reflected on¬ 
going divisions in a party still 
reeling over Trump's success. 
McConnell and others have de¬ 
cided that the best approach is 
to get behind Trump. But espe¬ 
cially in light of House Speaker 
Paul Ryan's surprise decision to 
withhold his support, unity is 
elusive for now.

Apple Pay expands in Canada after deal with Big Five banks 


Apple Pay mobile payments 
will hit Canada in full force in 
the coming weeks, after the 
Cupertino, Calif.-based tech 
behemoth announced agree¬ 
ments Tuesday with the coun¬ 
try's big five banks, as well 
as with debit and credit-card 
companies. 

Stalling liiesday, users of the 
newest iPhones who bank with

Customers with Canadian Tire 
financial services and Alberta- 
based ATE can also use it for 
credit payments. 

In the conning weeks — likely 
by June — BMO, TD and Sco- 
tiabank will add the service 
for Mastercard, Visa and debit 
cards. 

Apple Bay only works with 
the newest Apple devices, such 
as the iPhone 6-. 6s and Apple 


Watches, it launched in the U.S. 
in fall 2014 and earlier this year 
in the U.K. 

Apple Pay allows customers 
to hold their devices up to pay¬ 
ment terminals in stores to pay. 
It uses encrypted technology 
to store and send information, 
so is considered by some to be 
more secure than plastic cards. 

Apple reached an agreement 
with payment processor Mon- 
eris for use with the S5 per cent 


of its terminals that Eire enabled 
with near-lfield communication 
technology. Apple Pay also lets 
user's make online payments 
to retEiilers on their iPads and 
iPhones using apps. 

It's still unclear whether the 
widespread launch of Apple Pay 
will be the universal payment 
method that analysts believe 
will lead to wider-spread adop¬ 
tion of mobile payments. 

but so far, mobile payments 


have yet to take off in Canada, 
even though it has wider adop¬ 
tion of contactless terminals 
than in the U.S. 

Just 11 per cent of consum¬ 
ers said they would use Apple 
Pay at least weekly in a recent 
Accenture survey. And only 25 
per cent of Canad ians have all 
the components in place to use 
digital wallets, according to a 
report bv the bELnks released lust 
July.

Women have been lied to. 
We've been made fools of 

We are told that sexual as¬ 
sault is a crime, but it looks 
like it's a crime largely in 
name only, and jian Ghomeshi 
has showed us how. 

Ghomeshi will appear in 
court in Toronto today, report¬ 
edly to agree to a peace bond 
instead of enduring a second 
trial for one charge of sexual 
assault. After he was acquitted 
of sexual assault and chok¬ 
ing charges in March — by 
a judge who issued a public 
scolding of the three witnesses 
along with a ruling — either 
the complainan t or the Crown 
or both decided to indefinitely 
postpone round two. 

And the result, a peace 
bond, stiikes me as Infuriat- 
ing. 

Peace bonds are basically an 
agreement to keep the peace 
and keep to good behaviour, 
and can include other condi¬ 
tions. 

As purl, of that agreement 
my colleagues at the Toronto 
Star report Ghomeshi might 
"express remorse over con¬ 
duct''at the bearL of this case 
during today's court appear¬ 
ance (he allegedly thrust his 
crotch into a colleague's back¬ 
side at work one day. while 
still the lauded host of CBC's 
Qj. Does thid mean we’re go¬ 
ing to turn, the courts into the 
principal's office where bad 
boys (mostly) go for a slap on 
Lhe wrist?

Understanding that this is 
not a surprising outcome (0.2 
per cent of sexual assaults end 
in convictions) should miti¬ 
gate the anger. Bui it doesn't, 
because this scandal has been 
a walking tour through a 
house of lies, and I, for one, 
could never have expected 
how it would feel to come out 
the other side. 

As it is written in the Crim¬ 
inal Code, Canada's sexual as¬ 
sault laws :ire “actually pretty 
good," Jaw professor Brenda 
Cossnum noted in a Chatel¬ 
aine article in March. “There 
is an expansive definition of 
consent or more specifically 
its absence, and the Supreme 
Court of Canada has insisted 
that consent be positive and 
ongoing/ 

But in reality, the crime 
of sexual assault turns out 
to be a kind of legal Russian 
doll with seemingly endless 
amendments added in its 


practical application, each 
nestled inside the last. The 
amendments dictate all kinds 
of requirements to prove a 
crime, spanning from the 
circumstances of the event to 
the complainant's behaviour. 
The high bar of being believed 
turns out to be almost insur¬ 
mountable, 

just yesterday, i heard of a 
separate trial involving sexual 
assault that will not proceed, 
because the woman doesn’t 
want to testify after watching 
Ghonieshi's first trial, 

There is a crucial question 
here: What is to be done? 

i believe the justice system 
can and must be improved. 

]f we decide as a society 
that something is a crime, 
it deserves to be treated as a 
crime. To abandon all hope 
tor criminal convictions in 
sexual assaults is far too fatal¬ 
istic, especially since they do 
happen. (Linda Redgrave — 


rhe first witness in Ghomc- 
shi’s first trial — should be 
commended for her efforts 
to help other complainants 
navigate the legal system). 

And while ] understand the 
efforts afoot to develop al¬ 
ternative options for survivors 
who don’t want to go through 
trial, we can't afford to fur¬ 
ther water down sexual vio¬ 
lence by giving up on aiming 
for convictions altogether. It’s 
devalued enough as it is. 

Farrah Khan, a counsellor 
and sexual violence activ¬ 
ist, called this a moment of 
“mourning" for the idea that 
women ate offered justice for 
sexual violence by the legal 
system. "Wc have a crisis in 
confidence/ she said, echoing 
the genera] sentiment. 

But we also have a new 
vantage point. And we have 
the women who went for¬ 
ward with charges to thank 
for that,

Canada's contradictory ap¬ 
proach to animals was on 
vivid display this week. 

in fort McMarray, ordin¬ 
ary people risked their lives 
to save pets trapped in fire- 
threatened homes. 

Meanwhile in Ottawa Mon¬ 
day, the other way we see ani¬ 
mals was in evidence. That’s 
when a Liberal backbencher's 
effort to toughen up animal 
cruelty laws ran into a Parlia- 
mentary buzz saw. 

Toronto MP Nathaniel 
hrskine-Smith's private mem¬ 
ber's Bill G-246 is pretty mild 
stuff. Among other things, it 
would criminalize the “brutal 
and vicious" killing of ani¬ 
mals without lawful excuse. 
Yet to some MPs it is the thin 
edge of a very large wedge. 

Manitoba Conservative 
Robert Sopuck called Bill 
C-246 a Trojan horse designed 
to advance the agenda of ani¬ 
mal rights extremists. He said 
if passed, the bill could penal¬ 
ize someone who cooked a 
lobster by boiling it alive. 

Alberta Conservative Blaine 
Calkins mused that the bill 
might allow animat rights 
advocates to bring charges 
against those who don't prop 
erly groom their pels. 

Former Toronto police 
chief Bill Blair, now a Toronto 
Liberal MP, fretted that by 
criminalizing lhe brutal or 
vicious killing of animals, Lhe 
bill could threaten what he 
called heritage activities. 

Blair said it was premature 
to talk of amending animal 
cruelty laws in isolation and 
that any change should wail 
until a full overhaul of the en¬ 
tire criminal code takes place, 
Since he Is parliamentary 


secretary to justice Minister 
Jody Wiison-Rayboult, his re¬ 
marks presumably reflect the 
position of Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau's government. 

The comments of Blair 
and his two Conservative cob 
leagues also give a flavour 
of the other way in which 
Canadians see animals — as 
resources, like rocks or trees, 
whic h exist only to satisfy hu¬ 
man wants. 

The woeful inadequacies Of 
Canada's animal cruelty laws 
are well-known. 

But whenever politicians 
attempt to strengthen the 
law to deal with such crises, 
they run Into Lhe same lobby 
groups making the same 
arguments. 

Bill C-Mb already exempts 
activities involving aboriginal 
rights. Erskine-Smilh said 
he'd be willing to amend the 
bil 3 to exempt other legal ac¬ 
tivities, such as hunting and 
fishing. 

In an effort to touch on 
issues with popular appeal, 
Bill C-246 would also ban the 
import of shark fins from 
countries that don’t follow 
Canadian standards. It would 
criminalize alt aspects of ani¬ 
mal fighting and ban the im¬ 
port of cat and dog fur. 

The Ontario Federation 
of Anglers and Hunters has 
served notice that it will op¬ 
pose the bill, it is already lob¬ 
bying Liberal MPs, 

At the best of times, pri¬ 
vate members’ hills have a 
hard time getting through 
Parliament. If Blair's com¬ 
ments are any indication, rhe 
Liberal government has no 
interest in taking on this pol¬ 
itically fraught issue. 

That leaves the rest of us.

Scientists unveil 
star gene in carrots

Scientists unveiled Monday the 
gene in carrots that gives rise to 
carotenoids. a critical source of 
Vitamin A and the pLgment that 
turns some fruits and vege¬ 
tables bright orange or red. 

Unpoetically dubbed 
DCAR^O32551, the star gene 
emerged from the first com¬ 
plete decoding of the carrot 
genome, published in the 
scientific journal Nature 
Genetics. 

“Vitamin A deficiency is 
a global health challenge," 
the study pointed out, 

“Its plentiful caroten¬ 
oids make carrot an im¬ 
portant source of provita¬ 
min A in the human diet,"

FAMILY TREE 


Looking bock at the 
carrot's family tree,, 
scientists have been able 
to determine that it split 
with the grape about 113 
million years ago and 
front the kiwi about 10 
million years after that, 
when dinosaurs still 
lorded over the planet. 


Carotenoids were 
first discovered in car¬ 
rots (hence the name) t 
but which among the 
vegetable's newly tallied 
32,115 genes was most 
responsible for their 
formation remained a 
mystery. 

Daucus carota (the Latin 
name] now joins a select 
club of about a dozen veg¬ 
gies — including the potato, 
cucumber, tomato and pep¬ 
per — whose complete gen¬ 
omes have been sequenced. 
Laying bare the humble 
carrot's genetic secrets will 
make it easier to enhance dis¬ 
ease resistance and nutritive 
value in other species, the 
researchers said, 

Having identified the 
mechanism controlling 
the accumulation of car¬ 
otenoid. it may be pos¬ 
sible — through gene- 
editing, for example 
— to import it to other 
staple root vegetables 
such as the cassava, na¬ 
tive to South America 
and widely grown in 
Africa.

A smile on the lace bat also a 
tEuirious glance over the shoul¬ 
der. 

That's the game plan for the 
2D 16 edition of the Cannes film 
Festival, as it merrily bat warily 
prepares for the Wednesday 
start of its 69th edition with un¬ 
precedented security protocols 
to prevent terror attacks against 
the many global movie stars 
expected here, among them 
George Clooney, Julia Roberts, 
Kristen Stewart, Juliette Binoche, 
Charlize Theron, Sean Penn and 
rocker Jggy Pop. 

Recent tenor assaults on Paris 
and Brussels have normally un¬ 
flappable festival ofFicTils talking 
almost as much about security 
as about their celebrity guests 
and the 20 films — including 
the latest from Montreal’s Xa¬ 
vier Dolan — that will compete 
for the coveted Palme d'Or, or 
Golden Palm, to be handed out 
along with other prizes at Festi¬ 


val’s end on May 22. 

The opening-night world pre¬ 
miere is Woody Allen's Cafe So¬ 
ciety, starring Stewart and Jesse 
Bisenberg, which will screen out 
of competition. 

Festival president Pierre 
Lesaine recently told a news con¬ 
ference that 500 highly trained 
security agents hEive been hi red 


to keep watch in and around the 
Palais des Festivals, the water- 
front headquarters for this an¬ 
nual cinema event in this resort 
city on the French Riviera. 

There are also 200 municipal 
police officers and 500 surveil¬ 
lance cameras throughout the 
city, and Cannes Mayor DeivhI 
Lisnard announced Monday 


that there will be random po¬ 
lice searches of people on t he 
street throughout the festival. 

The law enforcers certainly 
mean business and with good 
reason. Daesh, AJ Qaeda and 
other tenor groups have warned 
of plans to attack tourists on 
European beEiches this summer. 

The heightened security alert 


extends to the Palais' timed red 
carpet, where security officials 
recently stEiged a dramatic dress 
rehearsal that was broadcast 
throughout France and viewed 
worldwide via the internet. 

As fake car bombs exploded 
and masked actors with ma¬ 
chine guns ''attacked” the Pal¬ 
ais. security staff demonstrated 


with unnerving realism how 
they’ll protect the hn ndreds of 
Hollywood celebrities and other 
festival-goers expected over the 
next two weeks. 

The Hollywood Reporter 
quotes an unnamed festival 
source predicting “drastic se¬ 
curity measures” at the foot of 
the red carpet: “Only the stars 
associated with the official films 
will be taken to the bottom of 
the red carpet. The rest will have 
to be diverted to another road 
and walk.” 

It remains to be seen how this 
edict will play out in practice, 
since the roads around the Pal¬ 
ais are jammed with stargazers 
and even getting around on foot 
is difficult. 

The Fes rival is fully aware of 
the chilling effect all this secur¬ 
ity talk could have on an event 
thitt is supposed to be a celebne 
lion of cinema. 

To help improve the mood it 
is hosting el welcoming beach 
parly Wednesday night for world 
press attendees and other guests, 
which the invitation describes 
as, "The perfect opportunity for 
festival-goers to mingle before 
heading for 12 dig's, in darkened 
rooms.”

Junk food can cause kidney 
damage like Type 2 diabetes 

A new study published this 
week has found that |unk 
food can cause the same 
damage to the kidneys as 
Type 2 diabetes. 

Patients with type 2 dia¬ 
betes either don't produce 
enough insulin, or their body 
doesn't react to it, which can 
cause a build-up of sugar 
{glucose) in the blood. 

if this occurs the build-up 
can then have serious and 
long-term effects on organs, 
including the kidneys, which 


can lead to diabetic kidney 
disease. However this new 
research has shown that a 
diet high in junk food or fat 
can also cause this potentially 
damaging build up of glucose 
in the kidneys, producing a 
similar effect to type 2 dia¬ 
betes. 

Researchers used rat mod¬ 
els of Type 1 and Type 2 dia¬ 
betes and rat models of obes¬ 
ity and insulin resistance that 
had both been induced by 
diet, to look at how insulin re¬ 
sistance and too much sugar 
or fat in the diet cou d Eiffect 


glucose transporters in the 
kidneys. The researchers fed 
the rats either a |unk food diet 
of cheese., chocolate, biscuits 
and marshmallows for a per¬ 
iod of eight weeks, or a diet 
high in fat [60 per cent) of ro¬ 
dent chow for five weeks. 

1 he team then tested the 
effect of each diet on the rat's 
blood sugar levels and the 
different glucose transporters 
in the kidneys, and compared 
the effects on the glucose 
transporters to those in the 
rat models of type 1 and type 
2 diabetes.

Here's, a sobering fact; In 2015, 
there were more than 4.000 
stolen unrecovered vehicle 
j'SURV) insurance claims made 
in Alberta — 64 per cent more 
than in 2014. 

What's behind this jump in 
stolen nnrecovered vehicles'? 

The spike is due to auto 
thieves who are part of sophis¬ 
ticated organized crime rings 
that steal purely for profit, 
explains Dan Service, director 
of investigative services ( West¬ 
ern and Pacific region) for the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada 
and a former staff sergeant in 
charge of economic crime and 
auto theft for the Edmonton 
Police Service. 

"Ihese criminals are really 
good at cloning vehicles — giv¬ 
ing them new vehicle identi¬ 
fication numbers so they're 
essentially stealing the iden¬ 
tity of another car,” he says. 

According to Service, many 
stolen vehicles go into ship¬ 
ping containers and end up 
in other parts of the world 
where they are in high de¬ 


mand, countries like Spain, 
Jamaica, Ghana and China. “It 
adds up to about a hundred 
million dollars annually in 
Alberta alone T he says. 

How do you protect your 
vehicle? 

“You can’t totally prevent 
the possibility of theft,” Ser¬ 
vice says. “If a thief wants to 
take your car, he can do it in 
seconds. But there are things 
you can do to make sure your 
car isn’t an easy target.” 

First, you should know 
which vehicles are the most 
popular among thieves. You 
can see the top It) in the prov¬ 
ince at the Insurance Bureau 
of Canada's website, ibc.ca. 

Next, consider where you' re 
parking your vehicle. “If you 
park in the street or in a lot, 
choose a place that's well-lit,” 
advises Service. And make 
sure that eveiy time you leave 
your car, you lock it and roll 
up the windows. 

“Leaving your car open is 
an invitation for thieves and 
gives them easy access to your 
vehicle."

^ tips to protect your car from theft 

Make your car a less likely target for thieves. Here are suggestions from auto crime expert Dan Service: 

1. Don't leave vour valuables in the cur in plain view — this can make your car a more appealing target. Remove or hide valu¬ 
ables like phones, designer sunglasses and shopping bags before you leave your vehicle. 

2» Tools like a wrench and screwdriver may be handy to have in your car but they can make it easier for a thief to steal the 
vehicle. If you keep tools in your car, keep them well hidden. 

3. Never leave your car with the keys in the ignition, even if you're just running into your house for a few moments to grab 
something you forgot. It takes a thief only seconds to hop in and drive away. 

4. Refrain from carrying a spare set of keys in your car — keep those on your person or at home. 

5. Avoid leaving keys with parking-lot attendants and valets: it takes only a few seconds to make a wax imprint of your key. If 
you can give them a fob instead, that's safer. If you do have to leave your keys in parking lots or garages, don’t give up all your 
keys. A thief can easily copy your house key and use it to break into your home. 

6 . Keep your vehicle registration and insurance papers on your person and not in your car. You don’t want to give thieves ac¬ 
cess to these important documents. 

7. Some car thieves break into homes to grab car keys and steal vehicles, so don't leave your keys in plain sight in your house. 

8 . If your car doesn't come with a security system, look into having one installed. 

9. Jf your vehicle comes with a GPS tracking system, it may help with the recovery of your car should someone steal it.

Once you have packed and are 
ready to head out, Sterenbeig 
says it’s essential to keep camp 
safety in mind at all times. He 
says most campgrounds have a 
range of potentially dangerous 
situations that must be under¬ 


stood by all campers. 

“I’d say the number one safety 
tip is to animal-proof your camp¬ 
site,” says Sterenberg. “Garbage 
should be disposed of promptly, 
food and personal care products 
should be stored in your vehicle, 
and all warning signs should be 
read, understood and obeyed. 

“The road leading to your 
campsite can be the most danger¬ 
ous. Drivers often drive too quick¬ 
ly through the campgrounds and 
small children must not nin into 
the roadway. Lastly, the area sur¬ 
rounding your campsite is full 


waterways, slippery, muddy or 
uneven walkways, and insect 
nests within the brush to name 
just a few."

Projecting 
goalie careers 
still a scouting 
conundrum 

The Atlanta Thrashers liked a 
lot about Kan Lehtonen when 
thev picked him second overall] 
in 2002. 

They liked his winning creden¬ 
tials in the Finnish league, loved 
his six-fuut-fbur frame and judged 
him to be a quality goaltender. 

.Now playing (and often strug¬ 
gling) for the Dallas Stars, Leb- 
tonen is one of the few goal- 
tenders in recent history to have 
been picked in the first round. 
Coaltending is thought to be the 
most difficult projection to make 
at the draft, one 
NHL teams still 
haven't figured 
out. 

Most of today's 
top goalies were 
plucked deep 
in the draft or 
missed enti rely. 

“if you don't 
have a goalie you 
can trust you can't wire” said 
David Conte, the former New 
Jersey Devils director of amateur 
scouring. “Getting a guy who can 
play doesn't mean squat. Getting 
a guy who can contribute means 
everything.” 

Conte was with the Devils 
when they selected Martin Bn> 
deur 20th overall in 1990. Now 
the NHL's alFtirne leader in wins 
and shutouts. Brodeur wasn't the 
slam-dunk goalie prospect that 
year. That was Trevor Kidd, who 
went 1.1th overall to Calgary. 

Kidd had a respectable career, 
but nothing like Brodeur. 

Did New Jersey know they had 
a future hail of famer on their 
hands? Hardly. The Devils also 
picked two other goalies, Mike 
Dunham and Corey Schwab that 
same year. 


Most of today’s best were not 
high picks. This year’s Vezina 
candidates were all picked out¬ 
side the first round: Ben Bishop 
in the third, Jonathan Quick in 
the third and Braden Holtby in 
the fourth. 

Quick and Bishop were the 
eight and ninth goalies selected 
in 2OT5" four of the seven picked 
ahead played one game collect¬ 
ively in the NHL. The first two 
taken, Carey Price and Tuukka 
Kask, are the last two Vezina win¬ 
ners. It had been 14 years since 
a first-rounder won the award 
before Kask, a 21st overall pick, 
won it in 2014. 

Dan Marr. the NHL's direc¬ 
tor of central scouring said pro¬ 
jecting goaltenders is challenging 
Sir two primaiy reasons. 

Draftees aged 17 or IB have 
yet to fill out physically. Size 
is coveted, but 
it's essentially 
a guess at how 
much net the 
goalie will fill 
down the road. 

Second, Marr 
said the pos¬ 
ition is difficult 
to master both 
technically and 

mentally. 

“It's the experience that de¬ 
velops that mental toughness 
and allows you to handle the 
adversity that they face and gives 
you confidence.” Man said. 

Most teams avoid using pre¬ 
mium picks on goaltenders, 
finding them instead via trade, 
free agency or late in the draft 
as Nashville and New York did. 

Pekka Kinne was the 30th 
goalie picked in 2004. Henrik 
Lundqvist the 22 nd in 2004. 

“But if you want the guy and 
you believe in him, take him, 
because it’s the most important 
position you have,” Conte says.

Dur¬ 
ing the game, 
a water bottle 
was throwm at 
United goal¬ 
keeper David 
de Gea. 

The tnglish football As¬ 
sociation said in a statement 
that it “strongly condemns 


the unsavoury incidents this 
evening involving both the 
Manchester United team 
coach outside West Ham 
United's Bol¬ 
eyn Ground 
and objects 
throwm from 
a section of 
the home sup¬ 
port during the 
game. 

“ W e will 
work closely with both clubs 
and the Metropolitan Police 
to fully investigate these 
matters,” 


Inside the ground, Winston 
Reid headed a late winner to 
give West Ham a victory that 
left United in fifth place in 
the standings with 63 points, 
tw r o points behind crosstown 
rival Manchester City with 
one round of matches to play 
on Sunday. 

The defeat wrill add to the 
pressure on United manager 
Louis van Gaal, amid specula¬ 
tion that he will be replaced 
by former Chelsea manager 
Jose Mourinho for the 2016- 
17 season.
